Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  1945.  The  report  has  again  been  markedly 
curtailed  to  conform  with  the  desire  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  However, 
all  the  essential  statistics  necessary  for  the  complete  continuity  of  the 
records  of  the  Borough  are  included. 

(1)  The  Registrar -General’s  estimated  civilian  population  for  the  Borough 
at  mid-year  1945,  is  129,280  as  against  the  figure  of  129,060  for  the 
previous  year,  an  increase  of  220.  This  figure  is  based  primarily 
on  the  National  Register  enumeration  taken  at  the  end  of  September, 
1939,  adjusted  for  the  subsequent  movement  of  population  derived 
from  that  Register.  Non-civilians  (i.e.,  Stockport  inhabitants  serving 
with  his  Majesty’s  Forces)  are  excluded  from  this  estimate. 

(2)  The  Birth  Rate  (16.59)  compares  very  favourably  with  the  average 
(15.04)  for  the  previous  10  years,  and  also  with  the  rate  of  16.1  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1945. 

(3)  The  Death  Rate  (13.46)  compares  with  13.5  for  the  126  County 
Boroughs  and  Great  Towns. 

(4)  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (68.53)  compares  with  68.25  for  the  previous 
year 

(5)  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  2.70  per  1,000  Total  Births  compares 
with  4.03  in  the  previous  year.  6  deaths  occurred  in  connection 
with  2,226  live  and  still  births. 

(6)  There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of 
the  Lungs  0.49  as  against  0.46  for  1944,  and  a  slight  reduction  in  the 
rate  for  other  Tubercular  Diseases,  0.06  as  against  0.09  for  1944. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  outstanding  feature  ol  the  year  has  been  the  still  further  reduction 
in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  which  dropped  to  92  cases  for  the  year, 
compared  with  154  cases  in  1944,  and  399  in  1943.  This  reduction  cani. 
be  attributed  to  the  high  percentage  of  children  who  were  immunised 
ot  the  end  of  1945,  63  per  cent,  under  5  years  of  age,  and  93  per  cent,  of 
school  age.  (Vide  Table  Page  37). 

The  number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  was  367  as  against  |? 
230  in  the  previous  year,  whilst  Measles  increased  from  510  to  1,246  eases,  ji 

Headfica. 

It  will  be  observed  on  Page  51  that  there  have  been  very  few  cases  of  i 
verminous  heads  in  the  Pre-School  Child. 

Arrangements  for  treatment  are  detailed  in  the  body  of  the  Report.

The  treatment  of  Scabies  was  continued  at  the  Decontamination  Centre, 
jSt.  Saviour’s  First  Aid  Post,  which  reverted  to  a  Child  Welfare  Centre 
from  1st  July,  1945.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  the  continued  decline 
of  cases  requiring  treatment. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

As  in  previous  wars  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  V enereal 
Diseases  during  the  year.  Attempts  have  been  made,  both  by  propaganda 
and  the  provision  of  an  additional  session,  established  in  1943,  for  female 
batients,  to  combat  this  serious  menace. 

ilPathoiogica!  Laboratory. 

|  The  Municipal  Laboratory  which  was  established  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital 
n  1943,  is  now  functioning  to  full  capacity  and  is  proving  a  huge  success 
’rom  every  point  of  view.

i  The  six  Nurseries  (giving  accommodation  for  372  children)  ran  smoothly 
dnd  to  full  capacity  during  the  year.  The  Education  Committee  have 
)ecome  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  5  Nurseries  apart  from 
Jaw  Bank  Nursery,  from  the  1st  April,  1946.

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  for  the 
Borough  at  mid-year,  1945,  is  129,280,  an  increase  of  220  on  the  previous 
year.  This  figure  is  based  primarily  on  the  National  Register  enumera¬ 
tion  taken  at  the  end  of  September,  1939,  adjusted  for  the  subsequent 
movement  of  population  derived  from  that  Register.  Non-Civilians  (i.e., 
Stockport  inhabitants  serving  with  His  Majesty’s  Forces)  are  excluded 
from  this  estimate. 

Births. 

The  corrected  number  of  births  registered  for  the  Borough  during  1945, 
was  2,145,  of  which  1,053  were  males  and  1,092  females.  The  birth-rate 
per  thousand  of  the  population  was  equal  to  16.59,  the  figure  for  1944, 
being  18.62.  In  1944,  there  were  2,403  births — 1,252  males,  1,151  females. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  16.1. 

Deaths. 

The  corrected  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  1945,  was  1,741,  namely, 
896  males  and  845  females.  The  death-rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  was  13.46,  as  compared  with  13.86  in  1944. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.4.

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  Borough  was  0.43. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  or  consumption  of  the 
lungs,  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough  was  0.49  per  1,00J  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  0.46  for  1944,  and  the  total  number  of  deaths  recorded 
was  64,  as  compared  with  60  for  1944. 
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The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was  147,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1945  of  68.53,  compared  with  164  deaths  for 
f  1944,  with  a  Rate  of  68.25.  The  Rate  for  1945,  for  England  and  Wales 
m was  46.0,  and  for  the  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  54.0. 

Illegitimacy. 

During  the  year  there  were  190  illegitimate  births  recorded  by  the 
ji  Registrar- General  as  belonging  to  the  Borough,  as  compared  with  132  in 
j  1944.  This  gives  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  88 . 57  per  thousand  total  live 
h  births,  as  compared  with  54.93  in  1944. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  amongst  illegitimate  children  was  84.21  per 
i  thousand  illegitimate  births.

— The  Ambulance  facilities  remained 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  but  the  Civilian  Ambulance  i 
Section  was  taken  over  by  the  Watch  Committee  from  the* 
1st  July,  1945,  on  the  cessation  of  the  Civil  Defence  Ambulance  | 
Service. 

The  whole  of  the  Ambulance  Services  of  the  Borough  i| 
including  the  Civilian  Ambulance  Service,  which  also  serves 
the  adjoining  areas,  reverted  to  the  Public  Health  and 
Assistance  Committee  from  the  1st  April,  1946,  and  a 
re-organisation  of  the  whole  service  is  at  present  being  under¬ 
taken  in  order  to  bring  the  service  up  to  a  modern  and  efficient 
standard  both  in  staffing  and  accommodation  of  personnel 
and  vehicles.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  work  performed  in  the  Municipal  Pathology  Laboratory  during 
1945  shows  a  considerable  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  year  due  to 
a  steady  expansion  in  the  numbers  of  specimens  received  from  all  depart¬ 
ments.  This  year  again  there  has  been  no  outstanding  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease  so  that  the  numbers  of  bacteriological  examinations  have  remained 
more  or  less  steady. 

The  amount  of  Penicillin  allotted  to  the  area  has  been  considerably 
increased,  and  the  dispensing  of  this  chemotherapeutic  substance,  both 
for  Hospitals  and  Practitioners,  has  entailed  a  large  amount  of  work  for 
the  Pathologist,  whilst  the  decisions  as  to  the  distribution  so  as  to  obtain 
the  best  result  in  its  clinical  application  has  entailed  much  anxious  thought. 
Supplies  are  steadily  increasing  and  no  case  which  is  really  in  need  of  Peni¬ 
cillin  need  now  go  without.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  General 
Practitioner,  local  therapy,  in  the  form  of  ointments  and  lozenges,  is  probably 
the  most  suitable  way  of  utilising  Penicillin  but  a  supply  is  available  for 
general  treatment  if  the  case  justifies  its  use  and  if  the’  Practitioner  can 
make  the  arrangements  for  its  administration.  Usually,  however,  system¬ 
atic  treatment  is  most  readily  applied  in  the  Hospital  or  Nursing  Home

The  water  supply  of  Stockport  is  provided  by  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Water  Undertaking,  which  has  a  statutory  area  of  supply  of  77  square 
miles  and  also  provides  supplies  in  hulk  to  other  districts. 

The  total  area  supplied  with  water  is  120  square  miles,  with  an  estimated 
population  in  1945  of  233,730,  the  average  daily  consumption  being 
9,428,000  gallons. 

The  estimated  population  supplied  in  bulk  is  27,330,  with  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  1,044,000  gallons  and  the  estimated  population 
supplied  in  detail  is  206.400,  with  an  average  daily  consumption  of  8,384,000 
gallons,  equal  to  40.62  gallons  per  head  per  day,  30.62  gallons  being  un¬ 
metered  (i.e.,  Domestic)  and  10.00  gallons  metered  (i.e.,  Trade). 

( 1 )  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satis¬ 
factory  ( a )  in  quality,  ( b )  in  quantity. 

(2)  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water 
and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being 
satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw 
and  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

(3)  The  water  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent  action, 
with  satisfactory  results. 

(4)  The  water  is  filtered  through  mechanical  filtration  plant  and  after  r 
filtration  is  chlorinated.

During  the  year  41  Corporation  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
Dugs.  Of  this  number,  5  were  fumigated  with  Hydrogen  C}ranide  and 
36  by  “Zaldecide.”

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases* 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including  Tuberculosis, 
notified  during  1945  was  2,049,  as  compared  with  1,440  in  1944,  and  1,916 
in  1943. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified,  1246 
against  510  in  the  previous  year,  and  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  notified,  367  against  230,  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  continuance  in  the  fall  during  1945  in  the  cases 
of  Diphtheria  from  154  to  92.

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The  seasonal  prevalence  of  these  various  diseases  is  indicated  in  the  following  table  which  shews  the  notifications 
received  in  the  various  months  of  the  year  1945  ; — 
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Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

1246  cases  of  Measles  and  114  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during 
the  year.  One  (Male)  death  from  Whooping  Cough  and  six  (4  Males-2 
Females)  from  Measles  occurred  during  1945. 

Cancer. 

During  the  year  286  deaths  from  Cancer  were  recorded— 148  males  and 
138  females. 

Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

The  arrangements  are  similar  to  previous  years  ;  there  were  227  regis¬ 
tered  blind  persons  in  the  Borough  at  the  31st  of  March,  1946 — 112  males 
and  115  females. 

Prevention  of  Diphtheria. 

The  following  comprehensive  statement  shows  the  number  of  children 
immunised  during  the  period  1933- — 1945

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  accommodation  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Cherry  Tree  Lane,  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  (including  those  remaining  at  the  end  of 
1944)  was  631  as  compared  with  628  for  1944. 

Admissions  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  over  the 
previous  year  (293  cases  as  against  204  cases),  but  on  the  other  hand  there 
was  a  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diptheria  (82  cases  as  against  193  cases). 
Otherwise  the  following  table  of  analysis  shows  little  of  particular  note 
requiring  explanation.  It  may  be  observed  that  over  a  period  of  years  the 
variety  of  clinical  conditions  admitted  to  the  Hospital  becomes  more  diverse, 
a  factor  which  tends  to  place  a  greater  strain  on  purely  cubical  isolated  beds. 

The  overall  average  stay  in  Hospital  was  28.58  days  during  the  year.

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Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

Sessions  have  been  held  each  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  afternoon, 
and  Wednesday  evening.  Children  have  been  seen  at  a  separate  clinic  on 
Thursday  morning. 

During  1945,  611  persons  were  examined  for  the  first  time.  Of  these  . — 

22  had  been  previously  notified. 

463  were  sent  for  diagnosis.

Contacts.  - 

The  attendance  of  contacts  has  not  been  very  satisfactory.  126  attended 


in  1945,  and  one  was  found  to  be  tubercular.  All  contacts  are  asked  to 
attend  for  examination  to  ensure  that  they  have  not  contracted  the 
disease  from  the  patient,  or  what  is  equally  important,  been  the  source 
of  the  infection  themselves.  A  large  number  refuse,  giving  no  reason. 
They  do  not  appreciate  the  value  of  an  examination  to  the  community 
and  themselves. 

Home  Visits. 

Where  a  case  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  supervision  is  not  able  to  attend 
the  Dispensary,  he  is  seen  at  home.  During  1945,  75  such  visits  were  paid, 
15  of  which  were  in  consultation  with  the  patients’  own  Doctor. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  785  visits  to  tubercular  patients’  homes. 
These  are  to  ensure  the  families’  well-being,  and  are  much  appreciated. 

Re-housing  of  Tuberculous  Families. 

During  the  year,  10  families  of  tuberculous  patients,  who  were  living  under 
unsatisfactory  conditions,  were  re-housed  by  the  Corporation. 

Milk  was  supplied  to  10  new  cases.  The  number  of  persons  supplied 
with  milk  during  the  year  has  been  25. 

The  total  number  of  families  receiving  rent  assistance  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  two,

Orthopaedic  Treatment.

The  Stockport  Infirmary  kindly  deal  with  any  tubercular  cases  requiring 
surgical  treatment  and  this  help  is  much  appreciated. 

Ultra  Violet  Light  Treatment. 

The  arrangements  made  for  treatment  by  Ultra  Violet  Light,  at  the 
Stockport  Infirmary,  have  been  continued. 

Dental  Treatment. 

No  application  for  financial  assistance  in  respect  of  dental  treatment  has 
been  made  during  the  year  by  any  of  the  patients  receiving  treatment  at 
the  Borough  Dispensary. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  of  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  now  has  authority 
to  call  in  at  his  discretion  a  Dentist  to  carry  out  any  necessary  dental 
treatment  which  will  assist  in  the  patient’s  treatment  and  recovery. 

The  arrangements,  whereby  Stockport  patients  at  Westmorland  Sana¬ 
torium  receive  dental  treatment,  have  been  continued.

Maintenance  Allowances  (Memorandum  266/T). 

The  Government’s  Scheme  for  financial  assistance  to  Tuberculous  patients 
in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  memorandum  266/T,  has  been  in 
operation  in  this  County  Borough  since  November,  1943. 

By  this  means  financial  assistance  can  be  granted  to  certain  classes  of 
patients  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  their  dependants. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  this  financial  assistance  so  far  has  not  been  extended 
to  cases  of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  more  chronic  type  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  but  it  may  be  that  there  will  be  a  change  in  the 
financial  arrangements  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  three  kinds  of  payments  : — - 

(1)  Maintenance  Allowances  based  on  a  standard  scale  and  without  any 
Means  Test. 

(2)  Discretionary  Allowances  on  proof  of  need,  towards  meeting  standing 
charges — such  as  high  rent  or  rates,  hire  purchase  instalments, 
insurance  premiums  and  school  fees — in  cases  where  the  patient 
would  be  unable  to  meet  these  liabilities. 

(3)  Special  Payments  to  meet  certain  special  circumstances. 

During  the  year  1945,  48  applications  had  been  received.  Maintenance 
allowances  were  granted  in  3L  instances,  8  special,  and  2  Discretionary 
payments,  involving  a  total  expenditure  of  £1,839  16s.  4d, 
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Venereal  Diseases.

Still-Births. 


The  number  of  still-births  registered  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  81, 
of  which  74  were  legitimate  and  7  illegitimate. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

The  number  of  women  who  died  in,  or  in  consequence  of  child-birth  was 
6,  which  gives  a  Maternal  mortality  rate  of  2.70  per  1,000  total  births, 
compared  with  10  deaths  (4.03  per  1,000  total  births)  for  last  year.

Supervision  of  Nursing  Homes. 

Ten  Nursing  Homes  were  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1945  ; 
one  new  application  was  received  during  the  year.  These  Homes  are  in¬ 
spected  at  four  monthly  intervals  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  due  attention  being  paid  to  premises, 

equipment  and  registers. 

Supervision  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year  61  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise 
in  the  Borough.  These  include  28  at  the  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  6  at  Shaw 
Heath  Institution,  and  7  at  Nursing  Homes.  Also  3  midwives  who  reside 
outside  the  Borough  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within  the 
Borough. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  applications  by  Midwives  for  Medical 
assistance  was  284,  compared  with  354  in  1944. 
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Municipal  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service.

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Care  of  Premature  Babies. 

Previous  to  the  publication  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  20/44, 
the  birth  weight  of  all  babies  born  in  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport 
was  notified  upon  the  Birth  Notification  Card  ;  since  October,  1944, 
babies  who  were  prematurely  born  were  either  removed  to  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital  within  an  hour  or  so  of  birth,  or  nursed  at  home  with  extra  nursing 
care. 

Since  application  of  Circular  20/44,  three  special  draught  proof  cots 
have  been  obtained,  together  with  electric  blankets  and  hot  water  bottles 
and  other  adequate  equipment  for  the  care  of  the  premature  baby  born 
and  remaining  at  home.  Special  nursing  facilities  are  given. 

Premature  babies  born  in  Hospital,  on  discharge  are  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  together  with  weight  and  particulars  of  feeding. 
Such  cases  are  followed  up  by  the  Municipal  Midwife  of  the  district  in 
which  the  child  resides. 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  and  in  need  of  Hospital  care  are  conveyed 
within  an  hour  or  so  after  birth  in  an  ambulance  with  supply  of  oxygen, 
together  with  a  heated  basket  and  nurse  in  attendance. 

Number  of  Premature  Babies  born  on  the  district  and  nursed  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  Circular  is  34,  all  weighing  at  birth  less  than  4  lbs. 
Twenty-nine  survived  and  4  died  at  the  age  of  24  hours.  In  Hospital 
65  premature  babies  were  born  and  notified  under  5^  lbs  in  weight,  53 
survived.

Child  Welfare  Clinics 

18  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  10  Centres.  The  number  of  new  cases 
entered  in  the  registers  was  1,897,  the  total  weighings  43,855. 

The  number  of  children  from  one  to  five  years  on  the  register  is  2,598. 

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  each  toddler  can  receive  a  thorough 
overhaul  each  year,  on  the  lines  of  the  routine  School  Medical  Inspection. 
In  1945,  1,883  toddlers  received  such  an  examination,  compared  with  1,761 
in  1944.  There  is  still  room  for  expansion  in  this  work,  and  parents  do  not 
yet  fully  appreciate  the  value  of  this  routine  medical  inspection.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Facilities  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  now  provided  at  all  Infant 
Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  1945,  1,678  children  under  five  years  and  511  children  of 
school  age  received  a  complete  course  of  two  injections  of  A.P.T.  at  the 
I  Welfare  Centres.  There  were  501  children  of  school  age  who  received  their 
first  injection  at  school,  and  completed  the  course  at  a  Welfare  Centre. 

'  None  of  these  children  were  schick  tested. 

Table  on  page  37  gives  comprehensive  figures  of  children  immunised 
for  1933-1945  by  age  groups. 

Treatment  of  the  Pre-School  Child. 

The  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  the  Pre-School  Child  set  out  in  detail 
in  the  1938  Report  has  been  continued  during  1945  with  very  satisfactory 
i  results. 

li  Provision  for  the  Treatment  of  Verminous  Heads  in  the  Pre-School  Child. 

The  number  of  infected  heads  discovered  during  the  year  was  10,  all  in 
the  course  of  home  visitation  by  Health  Visitors.  In  all  cases  facilities 
for  treatment  were  provided  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department 
by  the  supply  of  hair  shampoo  and  the  loan  of  sacker  combs.  In  every 
instance  remedy  was  speedily  effected. 

The  Stockport  Voluntary  Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

During  the  year  the  splendid  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mothers  and 
Children  of  Stockport  has  again  been  an  outstanding  feature  of  this  branch 
i  of  social  service,  and  our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committee 
for  their  great  help. 
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Provision  of  Milk  for  Necessitous  Mothers  and  Children. 

During  the  year  the  Scheme  for  Milk  for  necessitous  Mothers  and  Children 
has  not  been  in  force  as  in  previous  years.  During  1940,  this  particular 
service  was  placed  on  a  National  basis,  and  is  now  performed  by  the  Local 
Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  with  the  co-operation  of  this  Department. 

Supply  of  Dried  Milk. 

Various  brands  of  dried  milk  are  sold  at  the  Clinics  at  cost  price.  Thei- 
amount  supplied  never  exceeds  the  quantity  required  by  the  individual; 
child,  and  no  other  drugs  or  accessory  food  substances,  such  as  cod  liver 
oil  or  emulsion,  are  sold  at  the  Clinics.
